The. reconstruction policy of the Radicals
will be complete beforo the next alection; the
States, so long exoluded, will have been admit-
ted; negro sutfrage established; and the carpet-
baggers installod in their seatsin both branches
ot Uongress. There is no possibility of chang-
ing the political character of the Senate, even
i the Democrats should elect their President
and = majority of the popular branch of Con-
gress. We cannot, therefore, undo the Radical
plan of reconstruction by Congressional action;
the Senate will continue a bar to its ropeal.—
Must we submit to it? How can it be over-
‘thrown? It can only be overthrown by the
anthority ‘of the Hgecutive: who 1s sworn to
maintain the Constitution, and who will fail to
do his duty it he allows the Constitution to
perish under a series ot Congressional ensct-
ments which are in palpable violation of its
fundamental principles. - _ :
1t the President elected by the Demoeracy
enforces, or permits others to euforce, these
Reconstruction acts, the Radicals, by the acces-
sion of twenty spurious Senators and fifty Hep-
rescntatives, will control both branches of Con-
gress, and his administration will be us power-
less as the present one of Mr. Johnson.
There is but one way to restore the Govern-
ment and the Constitution, and that is for
the President elect to declare these acts null
‘and v_oid,-eompel the army to undo its usurpa-
tions at the South, disperse the carpet-bag
State Governments, allow the white people to
reorganize their own governments, and clect
Senators and Representatives, The House of
Representatives  will _contain a majority of
Democrats from the North, and they will ad-
mit the Representatives elected by the white

_ people of the South, and with the co-operation

of the President it will not be difficult to com-
pel the Senate to subwait once more to the ob-
ligations of the constitution. It will not be
able to withstand the public judgment, if dis-
tinetly inyoked and clearly expressed on this
{undamental issue, and it is the sure way to
avoid all future strife to put the issue plainly
to the country.

I repeat that this is the real and only ques-
tion which we should allow to control us:
Shall we submit to the usurpations by which
the Government has been overthrown ; or shall
we exert ourselves for its full and complete
restoration ? It is idle to talk of bonds, green-
backs, gold, the public faith, and the public
credit. W hat can a ;Democratic President do
in regard to any of these, with a Congress in
Loth branches controlled by the carpet-baggers
and their allies ? - He will'be powerless to stop
the supplies by which idle negroes are organized
into political clubs—by which ap army is main-
tained to protect these vagaboods in their out-
rages upon;the ballot. Tﬁese, ‘and things like
these, eat up the revenues and resources of the
(Grovernment and destroy - its' credit—make the
difference between gold - and greenbacks. We
must restore the constitution before we can
restore the finances, and to do -this we must
‘have a President who will .cxecute the will of
the people by trampling :into_dust the usurpa-
tions of Congress, known as the reconstruction
sots. "I ‘wish to stand' before the conventian
upon this issué! but- it is* opc which embraces
everything else that is-of yalue in'its larze and
comprehensive - results.. It .is the one thidg
that includes all that. is .worth a contest, and
without it there. is nothing: that gives dignity,
honor or value to the siruggle.
